[Concluded.] 

The school work which had been 
for so many years under the super¬ 
vision of the Board of Public Chari¬ 
ties was only recently placed under 
the Board of Public Instruction by 
act of the Legislature of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, which is a big change from 
the old way. For all it means, it 
may be for the better of the deaf. 

It means that, where formerly the 
.School was allowed to make out its 
own courses of instruction, the 
courses to be u.sed are now provided 
by the Board of Public Instruction it- , 
self. Teachers must be capable to 
to teach to the satisfaction of the 
Board, or else may have to quit Im¬ 
provement should be looked for all 
around in the work of teaching the 
deaf now. The above is, we believe, 
the gist of his remarks on the School 
subject, condensed of course He 
then asked the members of the 
Society to help their School by peti¬ 
tioning the Legislature to make 
provision to .send poor worthy deaf 
aspirants to college.

Mr Lyntan 
Steed, who had served as Principal 
of the academic department, was pro¬ 
moted to Assistant Su|>erintendent, 
to relieve Dr. Crouter of a part of his 
onerous duties; an assistant to Mr 
Bodenhorn has been apiKiinted. and 
Mr Bailey has been made Principal 
Kiiirritns with a younger man in 
active charge. He mentioned these 
changes at .Mt. Airy, becau.se he be¬ 
lieved the graduates present would 
be interested to get them from him 
personally. 

Additional reference was made to 
the new Burroughs Foundation, and 
to the fact that the Atcheson be¬ 
quest had just become operative by 
the first quarii'rly payment to the 
Home, all of which .seemed very en- 
conraging, and then the Doctor clos¬ 
ed his remarks by expressing hearty 
good wishes to all present. And 
needless to say, he was roundly ap¬ 
plauded. 

Vice-President Sinielau, still in 
Chair, remarked that the news con¬ 
veyed to the Society by Dr. Crou¬ 
ter was very gratifying, and urged 
that the Board of Managers take 
immediate steps to formally accept 
the Burrough’s gift, in which there 
was universal concurrence. He then 
introduced Mr. Samuel H. Chambers, 
Field Officer of the Pennsylvania In¬ 
stitution for the Deaf, to addre.ss 
the convention, which he did. Dr. 
Crouter interpreting his remarks 
ill signs. 

Mr. Chambers, who, by the way, 
is a gentlemen with a most suave 
di.sposition and impresses us as the 
right man in the right place, spoke 
interestingly of his work of traveling 
round the State to hunt up young 
deaf children and acciuainting their 
parents of the excellent work of the 
Pennsylvania Institution for the Deaf 
in Philadelphia, taking pains to im¬ 
press them that it was a SCHOOL, not 
an asylum, and of the encouraging 
success he has met with thus far. 
He also visits the shops where the 
deaf are employer! and gels very en¬ 
couraging reports from employers, 
thus, in a way, bringing the work 
of the School outside into the homes 
of the deaf. [It may be .said, in pass¬ 
ing. that Mr. Chambers has, we l)e- 
lieve, attended Jevery convention of 
the Society since his connection with 
the Philadelphia In.stitution.with the 
po.ssible exception of the one held 
last in Pittsburg, and his pre.sence 
at all of the meetings has been most 
acceptable. He does not understand 
the sign language, but he does not 
allow that to stand in the way of his 
meeting with the deaf at large, get¬ 
ting acquainted with them, extend¬ 
ing his work to their homes, and 
thereby better fitting himself for the 
valuable work he is performing to 
the State.]

After the trial a leporter 
from the Neios-Times asked a few 
questions anci Rev. Grace promptly 
ponneed on him. Rev. Grace gave 
it to liim atraight and asked lliat he 
would not mix np tlie facts, Tlie 
result was Hie article in Hie Rocky 
Ml.
